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CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 
OF THE 
MINNEAPOLIS GOLF CLUB 


We, the undersigned, do hereby associate our- 
Selves together for the purpose of forming a 
corporation, under the provisions of Chapter Fifty- 
eight (58) of the General Statutes of Minnesota, 
1913, and acts amendatory thereof or supplemental 
thereto, and for that purpose do hereby adopt, 
sign, and acknowledge the following Articles of 
Incorporation: 


ARTICLE I 


Section 1. The name of this corporation is and 
shall be the Minneapolis Golf Club. The date of 
its commencement shall be July 1, 1916, and the 
period of its duration shall be thirty (30) years. 


Sec. 2. The general purpose and plan of opera- 
tion of the Corporation shall be the conducting of a 
Club or Society for the purpose of social enjoyment, 
mental and physical culture, and promoting outdoor 
sports and entertainment for its members, and the 
renting, owning, leasing, building, or otherwise ac- 
quiring, owning and maintaining a Club House and 
owning and maintaining appropriate grounds in 
connection therewith, within or near the City of 
Minneapolis, and the operation and carrying on of 
the same and doing and performing any and all 
acts and making any Contract or Contracts which 
may become necessary to the full and perfect en- 
joyment and carrying out of the purposes aforesaid 
with all their incidents. 


Sec. 3. The place of location. of the corporation 
shall be in the City of Minneapolis, County of Hen- 
nepin, and State of Minnesota. 


ARTICLE II 


Section 1. The membership of this Club shall con- 
sist of: 


(a) Regular members, each of whom must be a 
stockholder in the corporation and an adult male 
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resident of Hennepin or Ramsey County, Minnesota, 
duly elected to membership by the Board of Gover- 
nors hereinafter provided for. 


(b) Such other persons, not stockholders in the 
corporation including non-residents, associate and 
honorary members as may be provided for in the 
By-laws, who shall be elected to membership in the 
Club by the Board of Governors. The corporation 
may extend such rights, privileges and courtesies to, 
and impose such restrictions upon the membership 
of non-stockholding members of the Club as it may 
deem advisable, the same to be provided for in the 
By-laws. Members in this class (b) shall have no 
pee power in the corporation and no property 

erein, 


Annual dues shall be assessed against each mem- 
ber in the Club other than honorary members. The 
amount of such annual dues shall in no case exceed 
One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). Each member 
shall be required to pay the annual dues assessed 
upon his membership or memberships at such time 
or times as the By-laws may prescribe, 


The Board of Governors, subject to such restric- 
tions as may be imposed by the By-laws, shall have 
the power to levy assessments upon the capital 
stock of the corporation for the purposes of re- 
financing the corporation, improving or adding to 
the real estate, buildings, or other physical prop- 
erty of the corporation, or paying or satisfying any 
funded debts or any encumbrances or liens to which 
any of the property of the corporation may at any 
time be subject. No assessments, however, shall be 
levied against any non-stockholder member. The 
assessments herein provided shail in no instance 
require a payment of more than Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per year per share of stock and no assess- 
ment requiring a payment of more than Thirty 
Dollars ($30.00) per year shall be made unless and 
until authorized by a majority vote of the regular 
members and stockholders represented in person or 
by proxy at a-regular or special meeting thereof. 
The annual dues and the assessments above pro- 
vided fur, together with all indebtedness of a mem- 
ber to the corporation, shall constitute and be a 
first lien upon the stock of such member.

The Capital Stock of this corporation shall be 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) divided into Four 
Hundred (400) shares of Twenty-five Dollars 
($25.00) each and no person can become a Regular 
Member of this corporation until he has subscribed 
for one (1) share of the capital stock of the cor- 
poration, and paid for the same at par. No person 
shall be permitted to subscribe for, obtain, own, or 
control more than one (1) share of the capital 
stock of this corporation at any one time. Pro- 
vided, however, that if any member becomes pos- 
sessed of additional stock through operation of law 
or enforcement of a debt, he may hold the same for 
a period of not to exceed one (1) year. 


The voting power shall be vested in the stock- 
holders of the corporation, and no stockholder shall 
be entitled to more than one (1) vote. 


ARTICLE IV 


Section 1. The officers of this corporation shall 
be a President, Vice President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer, who shall be stockholders of the corporation, 
and shall be elected by the stockholders from among 
the Board of Governors at the annual stockholders’.

See. 2. The government of this corporation shall 
be vested in a Board of Governors, consisting of not 
more than twelve (12) stockholders, of which board 
the President shall be ex-officio chairman and the 
Secretary shall be ex-officio Secretary. 


Until the first annual meeting of the stockholders 
of this corporation, the following named persons 
shall constitute the Board of Governors: Hendrick 
Booraem, John Pears, R. OG. Johnson, C. D. Collins, 
W. N. Cavan, H. J. Shay, Edward Von Ende, H. W. 
Volk, Milton Huber, Charles Lamb, W. I. Fleck, 
P. M. Parker. 


At the first annual stockholders’ meeting, one- 
third of the members of the Board of Governors 
shall be elected for one (1) year, one-third of the 
members thereof for two (2) years, and one-third 
of the members thereof for three (3) years, and 
thereafter at each annual meeting of the stock- 
holders there shall be elected one-third of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Governors to hold office for 
three (3) years. All the powers and privileges of

In 
the absence of both President and Vice President, 
the Board of Governors at their meeting, or the 
stockholders at their meeting, as the case may be, 
shall select one of its members as chairman of the 
meeting pro-tem.

Section 1. To provide for the maintenance of the 
Club, annual dues not to exceed $100.00 per year 
may be assessed upon each share of the capital 
stock and collected from the owner or holder there- 
of, as the same appears upon the books of the cor- 
poration (such annual dues upon the stock shall 
be due and payable monthly, one-twelfth [1/12] on 
the first day of each month). (The annual dues on
